get  fair  consideration.  This  is  specially 
seen  in  the  time  given  to  missions  Hml  to 
education,  the  verv  subjects  that  called  the 
(.invention  into  being;  indeed,  the  r/'sson 
for  our  existence  and  the  ground  of  our  co- 
operation. This  has  come  to  he  serious 
enough  to  demand  earnest  attention  and  for 
some  sort  of  solution.  I venture  to  throw 
out  a suggestion.  The  women  now  have  a 
meeting  of  their  own  and  have  proven  them- 
selves capable  of  attending  to  their  own  bus- 
iness. There  seems  to  lie  no  pressing  need 
of  a lenghty  discussion  of  Woman’s  Work. 
This  is  not  because  the  work  is  not  impor- 
tant! but  because  it  is  given  more  time  in  the 
women’s  own  meetings  than  we  can  give  to 
any  two  other  subjects  in  tin-  Convention. 

Again,  there  is  no  more  important  work 
than  that  of  our  Sunday  Schools,  lint  we 
have  two  Baptist  Sunday  School  ('.inven- 
tions in  the  State  which  give  at  least  two 
days  each  to  the  discussion  of  the  Sunday 
School  work  which  would  seem  to  allow  m<>r(, 
time  to  he  given  to  missions  in  our  Conven- 
tion.
